SELL FUN WITH STREET BALLYHOO 


There's lots of laughs to be garnered if you can get a clever 
ballyhoo girl for this stunt. Have her dressed in old-fashioned 
clothes, and carrying a number of large light boxes and pack- 
ages, also an umbrella which when opened reads: “SO’S YOUR 
AUNT EMMA” at the Blank Theatre. She carries her load of par- 
cels down the main street and at every busy intersection starts 
fumbling madly with them until they start spilling onto the street. 
Naturally, passersby will help her pick them up and while all 
the confusion is going on, she opens the umbrella with the the- 
atre ad on it. It'll give onlookers a good laugh. 

For an alternate stunt, hire a very pretty girl and supply her 
with a stock of small calling cards to hand out to all male pass- 
ersby. On one side the card reads: “You're sure a cute kid!” on 
the reverse it says in the smallest possible type, “So’s Your Aunt 
Emma” at the Blank Theatre.

TICKETS FOR NEWS SCOOPS 


In the picture Roger Pryor plays a newspaper reporter con- 
stantly on the hunt for a big story. You can play up the news- 
hawk angle by co-operating with your local daily in offering 
passes as prizes for phoned-in news scoops. A box in the paper 
can read: 


Have You a Nose for News? Roger Pryor, who plays a reporter 
in “So's Your Aunt Emma” at the Blank Theatre, offers passes for 
all news items phoned in by amateur reporters and used in our 


columns. Score a scoop and get a free theatre ticket. 


Gangland ‘Lingo’ Translation Test 


In the closing scene of “So’s Your Aunt Emma” ZaSu Pitts 
gives out with a veritable deluge of gangland jargon which 
she has picked up in her various escapades with the underworld. 
Her speech reads: 

“Dummy up, you silly jerks! I don’t wanna hear any more beets 
outta either of yuh!

Because of her distinctive personality and mannerisms, ZaSu 
Pitts is a favorite with all star impersonators. Her fluttering hands 
and quavering voice have been mimicked on stage, screen and 
radio, and she’s always one of the subjects picked by amateurs. 
Get yourself a neat little added attraction by holding a ZaSu 
Pitts impersonation contest on your stage. It can be done in con- 
junction with the picture’s screening or, if used as an advance 
plug, run the contest with the showing of the trailer. Prizes can 
be passes or small cash awards. Spot a couple of stooges in the 
audience to start the ball rolling. 


PICK ‘TYPICAL AMERICAN AUNT’ 


With a newspaper as co-sponsor, dig up a sweet-looking old 
gal who happens to be somebody’s Aunt Emma, declare her to 
be the typical American aunt and arrange for her to have the 
time of her life on a full day's jaunt around town. Some women’s 
club can give her a testimonial breakfast; beauty salon gives her 
the works; swank dress shop provides her with a complete out- 
fit; prominent hotel and night club have her as a guest; she’s 
greeted by the mayor and given key to the city, etc. It’s the stunt 
that worked so well on the “Apple Annies” around the country 
who were given the “Lady for a Day” routine to exploit that 
picture.

WITH TIEUP STILLS
